Il. when an Act was made to throw Popiſh Recu- 
ſants out of all Offices and Places of Truſt; The Duke of TOR K 
did lay down ſeveral Great Offices and Places, (as Lord High Ad- 
miral of England, Generaliſſizmo of all His Majeſties Forces both by 
Land and Sea, Governour of the Cinque-ports, and divers others;)
